make a personal investigation into the 
facts of the case 


It seems that certain officer-, had 


brought to San Juan articles for per 
sonal use which, were subject to cus 
toms duties especially cigars and 
some liquors and It was said that a 
present of some of the cigars was 
made to a local club la San Juaa 
There was no charge of importing 
anything upon which it was proposed 
to make money or to sell for profit— 
simply personal effects far personal 
uses some of which it seems were 
(i\en away 


'W* w«re advised by the secretary 


of the treasury such cases coming un 
der his Jurisdiction, that in cases of 
this character where there was no in 
teatlon to Import for p-oflt meaning 
by that where goods were not brought 
in for tale it is customarj not to pros 
ccute criminal!* but to settle such 
case* by the payment of the penalty 
This was done in this case and the
